IMPORTANCE:  Not  previously  reported*  Basic  hospital  adapted 
to  zones  of  combat,  communications  and  interior, 

DESCRIPTION :  This  veterinary  field  hospital  consists  of 

18  units,  of  which  14  are  chests  and  4  (Nos.  5*  11,  12, 
and  13)  are  canvas  cases.  Nos.  2,  4,  5,  11,  12  and  13 
were  unavailable  but  accurate  description  and  inventories 
of  contents  were  obtained  through  a  former  Japanese 
Army  Veterinary  Captain,  Genji  Minoshima* 

The  12  chests  examined  were  each  28  1/2”  x  15  1/2” 
x  19" ,  of  wooden  construction  and  strongly  reinforced 
with  metal.  Each  chest  had  two  canvas  covered  rope 
handles,  a  single  locking  hasp  and  an  oversize  tight 
fitting  lid. 

Each  chest  is  painted  dark  green  with  red  veterinary 
insignia  on  the  ends  and  front.  The  black  Japanese 
characters  on  the  lid,  literally  translated,  mean 
nSick  Horse  Depot  Veterinary  Panniers”.  The  insides 
of  the  chests,  finished  with  natural  colored  varnish, 
are  each  divided  into  compartments  and  trays  to  fit 
the  specific  items  of  the  chest . 

COMMENT ;  This  hospital  is  more  adaptable  than  most  Japanese 
Army  veterinary  sets  investigated  at  the  US  Army 
Technical  Intelligence  Center,  Tokyo.  It  is  designed 
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to  be  used  from  the  division  and  front tline  troops 
back  to  army  and  corps  areas  and  may  be  used  as  an 
entire  set  or  broken  do^n  into  smaller  sets:. 

Units  1  to  6  contain  enough  supplies  and  equipment 
to  allow  the  division  veterinary  hospital  to  operate 
independently.  The  division  hospital  will  take  care 
of  2^0  horses. 

Chests  7  and  8  contain  supplementary  and  additional 
equipment  and  supplies  so  that  units  1  to  8  will  satisfy 
the  minimum  requirements  of  rear  echelon  hospitals 
where  1000  horses  are  tc  be  treated. 

Units  9  to  18  contain  supplements  to  units  1  to  8, 
and  equipment  and  supplies  needed  for  a  complete  rear 
echelon  hospital.  As  such  this  set  is  supposed  to  satisfy 
the  minimum  requirements  necessary  for  the  treatment 
of  all  the  horses  of  one  troop  for  one  month,  or  all 
of  the  casualties  in  one  battle.
